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1.0  INTRODUCTION 


The  proposed  objectives  and  policies  for  Mission  Bay  are  presented  for  citizen  review. 
They  are  intended  to  be  general  guides  for  planning  Mission  Bay.  Following  public 
comment  on  the  objectives  and  policies  contained  in  this  report,  they  will  be  refined  or 
modified  as  appropriate  and,  after  completion  of  environmental  review,  incorporated  into 
the  Master  Plan  as  amendments  to  the  Central  Waterfront  Plan.  The  objectives  and 
policies  presented  here  have  been  reviewed  in  connection  with  the  City's  existing  Master 
Plan,  and  no  amendments  to  other  plan  elements  appear  necessary  at  this  time. 

This  report  organizes  objectives  and  policies  by  topic  and  by  program  or  design.  Program 
objectives  and  policies  suggest  the  types  and  amounts  of  land  uses  to  be  provided  on  the 
site,  as  well  as  indicating  how  land  might  be  distributed  among  uses.  Program  objectives 
and  policies  also  suggest  the  range  of  uses  that  should  be  included  in  the  Mission  Bay  land 
use  program.  Design  objectives  and  policies  provide  guidance  about  the  character  of  and 
amenities  associated  with  the  various  land  uses.  Design  and  program  objectives  and 
policies  will  help  shape  the  physical  plan  for  Mission  Bay.  These  objectives  and  policies 
reflect  City  goals  that  apply  to  any  development  within  the  City,  not  just  Mission  Bay. 

In  their  present  form,  these  objectives  and  policies  constitute  the  Department's  current 
framework  for  proceeding  with  planning  for  Mission  Bay.  Illustrative  plans  will  be 
prepared  to  test  whether  all  of  these  objectives  and  policies  can  be  implemented. 
Allocation  of  responsibility  for  implementing  these  objectives  and  policies,  by  either  the 
project  sponsor,  Santa  Fe  Pacific  Realty  Corporation,  or  the  City,  will  occur  in  future 
phases  of  the  work. 

Once  the  Plan  for  Mission  Bay  has  been  drafted,  both  objectives  and  policies  and  the  Plan 
itself  will  undergo  an  analysis  of  environmental  and  fiscal  impacts  on  the  City.  Any 
adverse  consequences  brought  about  by  these  proposed  objectives  and  policies  will  be 
analyzed  and  presented  in  the  Mission  Bay  environmental  impact  report  (EIR).  Mitigation 
measures  will  be  developed  as  part  of  that  process.  After  needed  modifications,  the 
goals  and  plan  will  be  presented  to  the  City  Planning  Commission  for  its  consideration. 
Required  City  actions,  including  the  anticipated  development  agreement,  will  clarify  how 
mitigation  of  any  adverse  impacts  is  to  be  achieved.  Beyond  the  City  Planning 
Commission,  the  matter  will  be  subject  to  Board  of  Supervisors  action,  with  any  final 
legislation  requiring  the  Mayor's  signature. 

We  solicit  your  reaction  and  comment  on  this  report.  Comments  are  welcome  at  any 
time  during  the  review  period,  scheduled  to  end  on  February  28,  I  986.
